Bottom bracket lubrication is a once a year job. Use plenty of grease. but never any oil 
Remove the pedals and chain gear, and then the locking ring and adjustable bearing cup. 
The adjustable bearing cup unscrews anti-clockwise (the fixed bearing cup —which does 
not have to be removed for lubrication —unscrews clockwise). Clean, repack with grease, 
and replace ball bearings. Tighten adjustable bearing cup until there 1s free movement on 
the spindle, but no play. Tighten up locknut and re-assemble pedals and chain gear.

Choosing your spanners is a 
matter of common sense.

Cables — on gears and brakes — will 
always stretch as they wear in, so 
the slack needs to be taken up, 


otherwise your. gear-changing will , 


be very sloppy and your brake levers 
will have to be pulled a long way 
before the brakes engage and that’s 
not safe.

Once you start building up a 
toolbox, it's quite easy to go on and 
‘on, and you'll find yourself building 
up a stock of useful spares, such as 
gear and brake cables, spokes.and 
cable casing.

They come in useful for all 
kinds of purposes, such as holding 
your cape underneath your saddle, 
keeping a chain taut if you've 
removed the rear wheel (strap. it to 
the brake-bridge between the seat 
stays), or fixing luggage securely to 
front or rear carriers.
